THE RESULTS OF A SCOTTISH 
INQUIRY. 


HE word “profit” is so remote in 
ei recent years from the mind of the 
farmer that to many its use may sug- 
gest a somewhat untimely jest. It was with 
this feeling that we took up '“the report on 
the financial results obtained on _ cevit.in 
groups ot farms in Scotland in 1928-29’’— 
which is a part of the sub-title of a pamphlet 
recently issued by the Department of Agri- 
culture for Scotland, entitled ‘' The 
Profitableness of Farming in Scotland.” 
Though, during the year in question, profits 
were made on 51 out of 117 farms whose 
results are tabulated and discussed in this 
publication, and only 26 showed losses, the 
results were not cleaily measurable in other 
cases, and the analysis is not -convineing as 
establishing a clear probability that farming, 
under the conditions y RENE will normally 
prove successful. What it does establish is 
a clear case for the careful survey, on all 
the available data, of the four types, divided 
further into ten sub-types, with which the 
figures deal. It is rather as an “ exhibit” 
of a farm survey than as throwing definite 
light on the struggles of Scots farmers te 
live and thrive that it will appeal to students 
of existing farming conditions | 


Ireland and Scotland : A Comparison 


There are, however, a few gleams of licht 
to be found in considering it, and for various 
1eusons it is of interest to Ireland. Indeed, 
from every point of view, it is important for 
us to know what our North British neigh- 
bovrs are doing with their land nowadays, 
and how far their projects succeed. Seotland 
is one of our markets for live stock, her 
agricultural conditions are _ sufficiently 
similar to ours to make comparisons useful, 
and’ her prosperity,.is a petential eeonomic 
factor in ours. Several points of resemblance. 
indeed, are brought out in this study, which 
is based on investigations in four areas, 
North-East, Eastern, Border and South- 
West. 

Of these, perhaps, the last is most directly 
interesting to Irish observers, the area being 
subdivided into three groups of farms, accord- 
ing as they are mainly devoted to cheese, 
semi-urban dairying and general milk selling. 
Dairying proves, on these investigations, to 
have been more profitable than the ‘other 
seven groups drawn from .the other three 
areas. The average profit from these dairv 
farms worked out at £326, when £30 bas heen 
allowed for the ‘‘ use of the farmhouse.’ the 
assumption being that this sum is its rental 
value. Profit worked out at 10.2 per cent. 
on the tenants’ capital, allowing 4,199 as 
“labour income.” These farms, and those 
in the ‘North-East, “show a marked 
superiority during the period under review,” 
and they raise a question which the’ dairymg 
interest in this country reverts to from time 
to time, and which it might be opportune to 
consider again, now that the price of butter 
has fallen and seems unlikely to return to 
its old standards—might we not again turn 
to cheese-making, not in substitution for, but 
in addition to, butier? 


Scots Crofters and the Irish 
Gaeltacht. 


These Scottish dairy farms are large; measured 
by Irish standards. the average being 226 
acres, those for the cattle-feeding group 
(where an average profit of 6.5 per cent, on 
the tenants’ capital was earned) being 228 
acres. More strictly comparable to Irish 
conditions is the statement in the report that. 
in remote districts, “ the ‘ croft’ of very small 
area, dependent entireiy upon family labour, 
self-sutticing for the supply of many of its 
primitive veeds, frequently worked still’ on 
some sort of communal basis in the owner- 
ship and care of stock, provides a meagre 
livelihood, often in association with fishing, 
for men and women to whom the bare hills 
are more than a place in which to find sub- 
sistence.” This su¢cests the conditions in the 
Gaeltacht, from the standpoint of climate, 
sociology and the importance of sheep- 
breeding as a factor in the farming condi- 
tions, 

The survey we are discussing does net cover 
the North-Western area, to which this com- 
ment applies, but sheep-breeding is included 
in three other groups, both feeding farms and 
réarjng-and feeding farms in the north-east 
area, and semi-arable sheep farms on the 
horder. Here, when these groups are con. 
sidered together, it was found that the 
average profit was ‘“‘little more than 
the carnings oí efficient labourer, 
sinking all interest on the comparatively 
large investment’’ On the. whole, then. 
we find that these Scottish experiences 
confirm those of the Irish tenant-owners, 
who. if. they are generally possessed ' of 
smaller farms. are probably better circum- 
stanced from the standpoint of tenure. As 
to the earnirgs of the smaller farms, the 
report states that they are “ not dissimilar 
from the earnings of the hired workers in the 
area, either in amount or in composition.” 
This refers mainly to feeding farms, where 
sheep do not form a part of the system. 


What the Survey Discloses. 


It will be seen then that in many respects 
Seots farmers have much the same economic 
adversities to face as Irish. There is, how- 
ever, & more direct importance attaching to 
this survey than ar nition of the fact that 
our froubles on this side of the Irish Sea are

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CARING GRASS POULTRY 
RUNS.

ADVANTAGES OF THE 
DUPLICATING SYSTEM. 


INCE a good grass run provides room for 
S exercise and a plentiful supply of 
mineral salts and vitamins for the 
birds, it is an excellent adjunct to any poultry 
house. In fact, the combination of fixed 
runs and free range is the ideal method of 
keeping breeding siock. 

When used during the breeding season, the 
runs should get a rest the moment the hay 
and corn are off the fields, the birds then 
being allowed free range. This can best he 
secured by transferring them to a portable 
house, as described in a former article. The 
vacated run should then, if possible, be 
ploughed up, or else should be grazed by 
sheep, or should get a dressing of basic slag. 
Ten ewts. per acre. or slightly more, should 
be used if badly tainted, and if possible a 
crop of grass should be taken off. ine ‘may 
be used instead of slag, and is more rapid in 
effects. 


Duplicate Runs. 


The difficulty of keeping the runs in good 
condition, especially that near the house, may 
be considerably lessened by the adoption oí 
the duplicate system. This means that only 
haif the run is used at a time, and even in 
very small runs it is a distinct advantage. 
The other half then yeis a rest for two or 
three months after which it is fresh and 
yreen again, and so un, turn about es soon 
as the piece in use appears to go off. To 
earry out this svstem suecessfully the run 


should be divided in half by a wire netting | 


fence, or. for crer*er vermavency, the lower 
part could be of timber, topped by the 
vet ting. 

Where the house is in the corner of the 
run, divide it crosswise from corner to 
corner, and if in the centre divide it into 
two ‘straight strips: Jf one side of the run 


is more shady than the other use the shady | 


side in the sammer and the other in winter. 
This is. in cases where only run accommode- 
{ior is availahle. end where the one enclosure 
must suffice for the whole year; in such the

Another frequent cause of bare and tainted 
runs is overstocking, if a run is to be kept 
in good order 120 square feet, at least, per 
bird should be allowed, the more the better, 
of course, and if 150 square feet per bird can

Shelter Necessary. 

In very exposed places it is necessary. to 
provide shelter in either of two ways, first 
by an unusually large house, where the 
birds can remain in very wet or stormy 
weather, the area of such a house should be 
sufficient to permit an allowance of at least 
4 square feet per bird. A more economieal 
plan would probably be the alternative, which 
is to’ plant a dense evergreen hedge of hardy 


shrubs all round the enclosure, this should be | 


sufficient to break any wind. 


For places away from the sea. and not too 
much wind-swépt, Cupressus Macrocarpa 1s . 


the quickest growing shrub in cultivation: 
when ordering the shrubs a guarantee should 


be obtained that they have been transplanted. | 


From good plants not more than 18 inches in 
height a six foot hedge should result in two 
years. 
Broad-leaved Privet also makes a suitable 
hedge. As soon as they are planted the 
young trees can be cut down to within six 
inches of the ground so as to ensure thick- 


ness at the base. ' 
Escallonia is a suitable hedge for sea-side 


runs, where it may be difficult to grow the | 


above mentioned shrubs. 


Fruit Growing in Runs. 

In large runs quite an amount of fruit, 
such as apples and pears, can be grown, and, 
awing to the richness of the soil, should be 
excellent in quality. In this way you can 
have fruit-farming for your “sideline.” 
Bush trees are not at all suitable for this 
purpose, as they cause too much congestion. 
but the standard trees are ideal. While it 
would be silly stuffing a small run with apple 
and pear trees, uw is a pity not to use 
accommodation in large enclosures to angment 
the fruit supply. Quite a considerable 
quantity of fruit is grown in the poultry runs 
at the Munster Institute by this method, and 
it is a headline worth copying. 

In order to avoid ‘‘ casualties,’ béth to 
the fruit and to the fowls, it will be neces. 
sarv to keep the fruit nicked off before it 33 
fully ripe; if it is allowed to fall on t're 
ground, it will be useless when the birds 
get. at it—but such a precaution is always 
necessary with fruit, is it not? 

To keen the run as sweet as possible. the 
part réund the house should be swept up 
each dav and all stale food, cabbage Beh. 
and débris of all kinds removed at once. To 
ensure a dry passage to the house. a pér- 
rianent:cinder-path shonld be laid down. ro 
that the birds will not. bring muddy feet to 
the nests to soil the eygs.

SUITING THE MARKET. 
A SMALL flock of well-selected and well 


managed. sheep is undoubtedly a most 

valuable standby for a farmer to-day, 
and the kinds most in favour are the smaller 
breeds and crosses, whfth do well on grass- 
land. 

In laying the foundation of a grass-land 
flock theve is a wide field for choice of breed. 
The general trend for years past over the 
greater part of the British Isles has been in 
the direction of extending the practice of 
cross-breeding. Conditions have changed so 
much since most of our established breeds 
were brought into existence that many of 
these breeds in their pure state no longer 
suit the market demand, which to-day calls 
for a small-framed type, carrying a good 
quality of flesh, with no superfluous or ill- 
distributed fat. The soundness of crossing is 
generally recognised, though many contend 
that it has been carried too far, with the 
result that mongrel flocks are seen in nearly 
all districts. » 

It does not follow that those breeds which, 
in pure form, no longer suit the market, 
‘lo not serve avy useiui purpose. In some 
instances they exist “for supplying the cross-: 
breediiig markets with rams which make ex- 
cellent crocses. Pure breeding as such, how- 
ever, is a highly specialised business, and a 
cross-bred flock gives better results for the 
ordinary farmer. 


| Management of Crossbreds. 


From many viewpcints:the cross-bred flock 
is reasonably foolproof. But, even so, there 
is scope for the exercise of good management, 
which wiil always pay for itself. This manage- 
ment can be displayed in many directions, 
and is best exercised in the prevent.on rather 
than the cure of any of the common troubles.

| Keeping Sheep Healthy. 


It is a sound poliey never to bring unhealthy 
tock on to a farm. Complaints are often 
made that sheep give more trouble than 
eny other kind of farm stock when disease 
las once been established. One has cnly to 
mention’ the case of foot-rot or of scab. lí 
these troubles gain a foethold they are ex- 
ceedingly difficult to eradicate. Some breed 
societies allow only sound sheep to be offered 
at their sales, which is an admirable safe- 
‘onard for purchasers oí breeding stock. 
Siiould foot-rot once break out, it should he 
thoroughly tackled at the start, and not 
allowed to run an unhindered course through 
the flock. It is not easy to estimate the 
losses from this disease; but they must bv 
quite considerable, if one calculates the tim 
tuken up by the shepherd in attendin: 
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supplied. for use in handling livestock, is 
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affected sheep, as well as the diminished 
thriving of the animals. Particular care 
should be exercised with rams, for not only 
can an infected ram spread the disease In a 
flock, but he is often ineapacitated for work. 
Intestinal worms, sickid up from the pas 
ture, are another not infrequent cause of 
trouble in grassland flocks, and especially m 
lambs. Because of thig it 1s desirable to 
keen the density of stocking within reason- 
abie limits, and to shift the flock to fresh 
pasture so often as is practicable. 
it seems probable’ that the breeds or 
strains which are most prolifie will he in 
particular demand in the future. Single 
lambs have too often been chosen as sires In 
the past, because they are larger for age ‘nd 
have a more thriving appearance. But as 
fertility is, undoubtedly, an _ inheritable 
quality, a well-developed twin should be 
looked for. when selecting a young ram. —. 
Closely allied to this question of fertility 
are the nursing qualitles of the ewes. All! 
sheep-breeders are aware that there are appre- 
ciable differences in the milking capacities of 
ewes, just as in cattle; and many helieve, on 
apparently gocd ground, that milking capa- 
city is handed on by the ram, just as it Is 
transmitted bv the bull to his daughters. On 
this account it is well worth while, when 
possible, for a flock master in search of a ram 
| to examine the dam thoroughly so as to get 
an idea of her milking capacity as well as of 
her other qualities.

BAD FLYING WEATHER.

He remained in 
the air about twenty. minutes, and, like 
Boothman, put in some useful practice at 
turning and banking. He also made some 
fine bursts, of speed over the measured 
course

OW a boy became unconscious after 
EI coming in centact with an electric 
wire was described at Clonmel! 
Borough Court, when James O’Dwyer (17), 
oi Heyhood read, was charged with unlaw- 
and maliciously committing certain 
mage on a wooden standard the property 

i the Electricity Supply Board. 

Superintendent Fitzgerald, who prosecuted, 
said that the defendant went te experiment 
on a high-tension wire by throwing over it 
2 four-foot wire to see what would happen. 
He climbed a tree adjacent, and threw the 
wire across the high-tension wire, and in 
doing so he got a shock and was unconscious 
lor a day and a night. 

The wind blew the wire to the nearest pole, 
where there was a short circuit, and the pole 

partly burned. The cost of labour and 
repairs to the pole amounted te £3 8s. If 
a new pole had be erected it would ‘cost 
nearly LQ. 

Mr. J. G. Skinner, solicitor, who appeared 
for the defendant, said that there was no 
malice or criminal intent whatever. The boy 
cot up a tree, and did the foolish thing at 
the risk of his own life. If he had thought 
there was any danger he would not have 
done it. 

Justice Troy said that there was plenty of 
warning about the results of interfering with 
the wires. 

Defendant, in reply to Mr. Skinner, said 
that he was willing to pay for the damage. 

lhe Justice—He got a shock, and I will 
give him a shock which will last longer if 
something is not paid. I would not have any 
hesitation in sending young fellows to jail 
in cases like this as a warning to them. If 
defendant did not pay some of the £3 8s. 
between now and the next Court he would 
have to go somewhere. He was not going to 
have people enjoying themselves and the 
public paying for it.

Belfast Builder’s Death.

BELFAST, Wednesday. 
Te Belfast Coroner to-day held an 


inquest on the body of George Higgin- 

son, builder, of Fernville, Ballysilian, 
who died in the Royal Victoria Hospital, Bel- 
fast, from shock and hemorrhage, following 
injuries caused as a result of being crushed 
against a tramcar by a motor car driven by 
Maurice Shaffner, at Ardoyne, last Saturday. 

Robert John Snoddy, shop assistant, Glen- 
hank place, said that about noon he was 
walking up the Crumlin road when he saw a 
city-bound tramear stopped opposite Ardoyne 
Fire Station. The deceased man was .in the 
act of alighting when the motor car struck 
him. The car pniled up in a distance, of about 
four yards. 

Cross-examined, witness said that he could 
not agree that the tramcar was in motion of 
that the man was struck about twelve yards 
on the city side of the stop. 

John Thomas Best, house repairer, Leopold 
street, who was employed by Mr. Higginson, 
said that he was walking down the Crumiin 
road at the time of the accident. At Ardoyne 
tram stage he heard a woman shout, and, on 
‘ooking round, he saw a stationary tramcar. 
lhe deceased man had his right foot on the 
‘tcp of the tram, and was about to put his 
leit on the road when the front of the motor 
struck him and jammed him against the tram. 
The deceased man then fell on to the lamp 
on the right-hand side of the motor, and from 
that on to the road. The car was travelling 
at a slow rate, and was pulled up im- 
mediately, ; 

Mr. Condy, in expressing sym athy with 
the relatives, said that Mr. Shaffner deeply 
regretted the accident, and was overcome with 
grief,

Cork Harbour Board and 
“Question of Dues. 


Our Own (CorRESPONDENT. 
CORK, Wednesday. 
A T a meeting of the Cork Harbour Board 


From 


to-day, a discussion arcs’ in comnec- 

tion with dues payable in respect of 
the steamship Circassia, at present being 
oicken up at Haulbowline dockyards. 

When the Circassia was taken to Haul- 
bewline it was found that she contained a 
considerable amount of bunker coal and oil, 
ané the question was whether tonnage dues 
should be levied on her. Counsel's opinion 
hac been sought, and the matter was dis. 
cussed by the Law and Finance Committee. 
The Chairman (Mr. Richard Wallace) 
moved that bonkers should not be treated 
as cargo; hence no dues. The motion was, 
however, lost, and the position again came 
up for discussion to-day. 

The Chairman, in again proposing his 
motion, said that the amount due (a total 
of about £88) was very small in proportion 
to the benefits which the Curcassia was 
bringing to Haulbowline. He estimated that 
her breaking-uygh would give en-ployment io 
fiftv men for “six months at least, and 
thought it would be generous cf the Harbour 
Commissioners to ferego the dues, even if 
they found they were entitled to them. 

THE BENEFIT OF THE DOUBT. 

Mr. A. C. Horne, seconding, said that the 
bunker coal and off could not possibly be 
regarded as cargo. If anv of the coal had 
been put on board after her purchase, the 
ship would certainly be liable. As it was, 
however, the owners had bought the Circassia 
as she stood, and had found the coal and 
oil on board already. The owners wer? 
bringing employment to Cork, and he felt 
they were entitled to the benefit of any 
doubt there might be. 

Mr. R. 8. Anthony, T.D., pointed out that, 
In connsel’s opinion, the vessel was liable, 
and that the Commissioners should get the 
dues if they were entitled to them. Grain 
and timber importers were also bringing 
employment to Cork, but that did not exempt 
them from dues. 

Alderman Horgan said that, if dués were 
remitted in this case, and the coal sold by 
the owners, 1+ would mean that so much 
less coal would be imported, and dues would 
be lost on that. 

After further discussion, the Chairman’s 
motion was put to the vote and declared 
lost. Alderman Horgan’s amendment at the 
Law and Finance Committee (that the 
appropriate dues be charged), therefore, 
stahds.

Mr. Crowley dréw attention to the returns 
of imports and exports at the port for the 
last quarter, and pointed out that the im- 
ports of bacon and pigs’ heads had increased, 
while exports were declining.

Less Honey Owing to 
Wet Summer, 


Beekeepers Look Forward to 
Better ‘Prices.

ENNISCORTHY, Wednesday 
WING to the wet summer the yield of 
0 honey this season has been much below 
the average. consequently better prices 
are anticipated for the crop than were 
obtained last year, when a glut in the supply 
resulted in poor returns. 

At a meeting of the County Wexford Bee- 
keepers’ Association the Hon. Secretary, Mr. 
E. W. Davis, said that, as far as he could 
judge, the market price ‘would be good this 
year owing to the scarcity of honey. In one 
place in Dublin the price opened at 18s. 6d. 
per dozen sections, and he thought that 24s. 
would: be paid at present. 

The Chairman, Mr. C. W. Lett, said that 
people should not give away the honey at a 
cheap price. There was certain to be a great 
shortage, and there were people who would 
want home honey no matter what amount of 
foreign honey came in. 

“ My experience,’’ said Mr. Lett, “ of other 
years and this year is that beekeepers are only 
offered one-fourth of the value of the honey 
by purchasers. Shopkeepers ang others who 
buy honey are not reasonable, and r people 
are glad to take whatever is offered when they 
need money. They are only getting one-third 
of the price of honey in Dublin. 


A WARNING.

Heports on their inspections of Heywood 
House by Mr. M. A. Feehan, B.E., County 
Surveyor, and Mr. Denis Heaney, B.E., Con- 
sulting Eugtneer, showed that the residence, 
with 1#8 central heating plant, water supply, 
sewerage system and fire-fighting appliances, 
was in good order and repair. The electric 
lighting genération plant had been removed, 
but con'd be replaced dat an approximate cost 
of £1,000. The Electricity Supply Board had 
offered to bring a supply oí current. to the 
house at a cost of £277. 

The agreéd purchase price is £9,000, for 
wich the Board of Health wil acquire the 
mansion, gardens, etc., and ‘some 418 acres 
of demesne and adjoining lands, together 
with eight houses on the demesne Jands. The 
only charge on the property is £5 8s. 2d., 
payable yearly to the Irish Land Commis- 
sioneré. 


AGAINST PROPOSAL. 

Mr. T. F. Fletcher, solicitor,’ appeared 
before the Board in support of a protest by 
Mountmellick Town Commissioners, and sub- 
mitted petitions signed, he said, by 1,000 
ratepayers, against the proposed trausfer of 
the Home from Mountmellick to Heywood. 
He asked the Board, before taking a definite 
decision, to have a sworn inquiry into the 
whole matter. 

The Chairman (Mr. T. ‘Tynan) proposed a 
reso.ution, which was seconded by Mr. T. 
Territt, approving of the completion of the 
purchase, and declaring that the Board had 
no objection to a sworn inquiry, if ordered 
by the Free State Local Government Depart- 
ment. 

An amendment, proposed by Mr. J. 
Twoimey and seconded by Mr. D. O'Connor, 
disapproving of the proposed purchase, and 
eallire for a sworn inquiry, was defeated by 
six votes tu three, and the original resolu- 
tion was cried by the same majority. . 

Mr. D. O'Connor referred to the continuing 
expenditure on the new sanatorium at Shaen. 
“Every ratepayer I meet,” he stated, ' says 
that we ought to be kicked out and a Com. 
missioner sent here. Whenever that Commis- 
sioner comes here | will meet him at the sta- 
tion with a torchlight procession. It is an 
organised swindle the way things are going 


on. 

Mr. O'Connor, when called on by the chair- 
man, refused to withdraw the remark as to an 
organised swindle. ‘‘I believe it is right,” 
he said, ‘‘ and 1 cannot, withdraw it.” Gentle 
men driven out of the country, he added, left 
their ‘‘shacks ” and went to live in England.”’ 

“ Thanks be to God,” exclaimed the chair 
man, ‘the ‘shacks’ are falling back to the 
rightful owners now.” 

“ At a price,’ Mr. 0 Connor said, adding - 
“Why should you pay for them? lí they 
aré to go back to the rightful owners, con 
fiscate them.” 


THEN AND NOW. 

Mr. P. J. Gorry, T.D. who supported the 
amendment, expressed the hope that a change 
would come whereby the aged poor would be 
treated in their own homes, and both Mount- 
mellick and Heywood would be scrapped 
That was their ideal ten or fifteen vears ago, 
from which they were now departing. 

Chsirman—Well, we are getting a step 
nearer to it now if we carry out our ideas 
here. 

Mr. O’Connor— You will be getting a Com- 
missioner. 

Chairman—He may come in the morning 
If you want a dictatorship here 
vou might as well have a _ dicta- 
torship at the top. You say _ that 
men came here to do jobs and do “‘ twisting. | 
I do not think any man here will believe 
that. 

‘It will take more than the water of the 
Barrow to wipe that out of people s minds,’ 
said Mr. O'Connor.

MOTION was passed at a meeting of 
A the Cork Corporation requestmg the 
Free State Government to introduce 
legislation at an early date to provide for the 
supply of hygienically clean milk in Cork. 
It was further requested that measures should 
be introduced for the eradication of tuber- 
calosis in dairy and meat-supplving herds 

Alderman U’Leary moved the motion, aad 
Mr. J. Hurley, seconding, said that, thoust 
the majority of milk-suppliers in Cork did 
their best to ensure a clean and proper 
supply, the regulations governing the sale 
of milk had not vet been made severe enough. 
Prosecutions had been brought from time to 
time by the Council, but, if it was proved 
that the milk was supplied as it came from 
the cow, the case was dismissed. The only 
remedy was legislation. 

Alderman Horgan Said that the problem 
was a large one, for, once legislation had 
been made, they could not go back on it. 
It would mean testing the entire milk supply 
of the cattle in the county; but he thought, 
nevertheless, that no harm would be done in 
asking the Government to consider the ques- 
tion.

State and those whose sole ambition is to 
live upon the State. Hitherto in Great 
Britain this simple situation has been 
disguised by the confusion of political 
parties, but last week’s crisis has dis- 
solved the country into its two elements. 
To-day the pecple who live for the 
State are in one camp; those who seek to 
batten. on the State are in the other. 
Conservatives Liberals and some Socialists 
recognise that the State’s life depends 
upon great acts of civic sacrifice. Nothing 
of the kind, as Sir Ernest Benn remarked 
yesterday, h:7 been said by any British 
politician for many years. This need of 
economy has proved to be the true test of: 
patriotism, and to-day the lists are set for 
one of the most crucial struggles in British 
history. The National Government, led 
by Mr. Macdonald, whose courage is 
beyond praise, has called a halt on the 
brink of the abyss. The “ »bour [arty, on 
the other hanc, is resolved not merely to 
run violently down a steep place into the 
sea, but to carry England with it. 
Yesterday it gav. the nation full and clear 
warning of this purpose. 

Let nobody in England or Ireland sup- 
pose that the fight will be brief, or that 
the champions of economy and self- 
respect will have an easy task. In the 
first place, it is manifest that virtually 
the whole Labour movement, to which the 
weakness of successive British Govern- 
ments has given an arrogant sense of 
power, will resist the campaign for equal 
sacrifices... In the next place, Labour 
will make a plausible appeal to the 
unlettered and unthinking ranks of 
British democracy. ‘Sacrifice is a disagree- 
able necessity, even to those who recog: 
nise that necessity ; and the logic of the 
head is always at a disadvantage against 
the logic of the stomach. Mr. Macdonald has 
made an unanswerable case for radigal 
economies. He has proved that an imme- 
diate reduction of the dole is the only 
means by which any part of the dole can 
be saved. Confident in the ignorance and 
greed of their followers, the impenitent 
Labour leaders scout these arguments. 
Their line of attack is indicated in the 
speech which Dr. Addison, the late 
Minister for Agriculture, made yesterday 
at Swindon. He admits the need of 
economies, but insists that only the rich 
shall make them. In the teeth of Mr. 
Macdonald's ‘‘ most emphatic assurance ”’ 
to the contrary, he declares that last 
week’s crisis was the result of a bankers’ 
plot. High finance is resolved to grind 
the faces of the poor, and the National 
Government is its obedient instrument. 
It would be foolish to underrate the effect 
of such incitements upon popular passion. 
Dr. Addison and his colleagues are pre- 
paring a formidable appeal to the lowest

GROWERS’ REQUESTS. Pe 

Mr. Doyle, on behalf of the Association, 
explained that they had not come there with 
any definite ; their object was to put 
before Messrs. Guinness ina and frank 
way the difficulties that the barley growers 
were faced with this year, in the hope that 
Messrs. Guinness would ider the farmers 
case sympathetically. As a result of the beet 
dispute there would be more barley grown in 
certain counties than heretofore, and the Beet 
Growers’ Association felt that it would be 
very helpful if Messrs. Guinness would take 
an increased quantity of Irish barley, so as 
to avoid any surplus bariey being left on 
farmers’ hands, and also that the price be 
opened before delivery of the grain to local 


buyers. 

The farmers’ lack of storage, added to the 
unfavourable weather conditions, would make 
it desirable to avoid delay in announcing the 
price, and it was hoped that the company 
might consider the advisability, in the in- 
terests of the Irish growers, to limit their 
supplies of foreign bariey to a mimmum, and, 
if it was at all possible for the company to 
do so, to give an increased price for barley 
this year, so as to help the barley growers to 
tide over their present difficulties, which were 
due largely to the general economic depres- 
sion in agriculture, coupled with unfavourable 
weather conditions. 

Captain Redmond supplemented Mr. Doyles 
remarks. 

Mr. Fahy inquired if Messrs. Guinness s re-

Stock Exchange Hours. 


Glasgow Stock Exchange is the latest 
to follow London’s example in re-openin:z 
for business on Saturdays. The majority 
of Londo. brokers still regard reg, tfullv 
their Committee 's decision, but are ma king 
the best of the inevitable, though they do 
not believe that the amount of business 
which will be transacted on Saturday 
mornings will be worth the trouble oj 
bringing all their staffs into the city at 
the weeks’ ends. If the banks do not fail 
in with the Stock Exchange Committee's 
request to keep open for an hour lonver 
on Saturdays, brokers will experience a 
great deal of inconvenience. The han\ 
clerks are making representations that the 
proposed additional horr’s we zk virtually 
will destroy their Saturday afternoon's 
holiday, while the clerical side of the 
Exchange is very sore at the imposition 
of Saturday morning work. 


Fast Trains. 


On and after the 14th September the 
afternoon express train from Cheltenham 
to London will run the 77.3 miles between 
Swindon and Paddington in 67 minutes. 
This performance, which represefits a 
speed of 69.2 miles an hour, will entitle 
the train to be considered the fastest in 
the world, and will restore to Great 
Britain a ‘‘ record ” which Canada has 
held since April of this year. Railway 
speeds of more than 60 miles an hour are 
no new thing. So long ago as 1900 four 
trains of a United States railway company 
daily covered a stretch of 554 miles from 
Camden to Atlantic City at an average 
speed of 66.6 miles an hour. These trains 
held the “ record ” by a comfortable 
margin until the War, which upset all 
standards of railway speeds. In 1914 
England had only four runs at more than 
60 miles an hour, but in 1923 the Great 
Western Railway Company introduced 
what was supposed to be the world’s 
fastest train at that time ; it accomplished 
the Swindon-Paddington run at a speed of 
61.8 miles an hour. Two years ago the 
speed was increased to 66.3 miles an hour, 
and remained’ a world’s “ record ” until] 
the Canadian Pacific beat it in the spring 
of 1931. With the United States 
apparently out of the race, Britain, 
France and Canada remain chief con- 
testants for the title, France is no mean 
competitor; for her trains perform the 
journey between Paris and St. Quentin, a 
distance of 95} miles, in 88 minutes, re- 
presenting an average speed of 64.8 miles 
an hour. It looks, however, as if Britain 
will retain her supremacy for some time, 
since the Swindon-Paddington stretch 
possesses particular advantages for dis- 
plays of speed. This is a type of “ record- 
breaking ” with which nobody will find 
fault; for it involves a very practical and 
serviceable end. The speeds obtained, 
moreover, furnish a sound reason why 
neither England nor any other country 
can afford to dispense with the railways.

The imme- 
diate result was a formidable increase in 
smuggling, particularly in the South, and 
the Government was obliged to take 
action. For some years it has been anxious

Established 
in 1823, and incorporated by Act of 
Parliament ten years later, the City of 
Dublin carried the mails between England 
and Ireland till 1922, and claimed that 
it had never lost a : passenger. The 
disaster to the Leinster, with the loss of 
500 lives, was an act of war, and the 
Connaught was lost when under charter 
to the British during naval operations.

In an editorial article The Times to-day 
observes:—-The Labour movement, 
organised in the trade unions and the 
Labour Party, showed itself yesterday, but 
not unexpectedly, to be out of touch with 
reality.

[ party literature says, with answering 
frankness, that ‘‘ the Labour movement 
will stand firm and united, and will not 
indulge in recrimination or reproaches. 
The unity of the Labour movement is the 
paramount consideration. If the instru- 
ment of the working-class political power 
is destroyed, everything that we, have 
worked for will be lost, and our enémies 
will have gained a greater victory than

to obtain.' 
THE FINANCIAL POSITION. 


Here, perhaps, is revealed one oí the 
motives of Mr. Henderson s separation 
from the Prime Minister and the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer. He has never 
taken his finger off the political machine, 
even when at the Foreign Office, and the 
party organisation has been his ceaseless 
care. The unity of the Labour movement 
‘‘is the paramount consideration,” even 
in this hour of national emergency. That 
is the inner explanation of yesterday's de- 
cision.

FruR a conversation with the Viceroy 
this morning, which lasted three 
hours, Gandhi definitely decided that he 
would attend the London Round Table 
Conference, and would sail on the P. and 
O. line? Rajputana, which leaves Bombay 
on Saturday and is due to reach London 
on September 18th. 
' At first it was expected that Gandhi 
would leave Simla this afternoon, but later 
it was decided that he should stay another 
day in Simla to discuss the final draft of 
the communiqué which is to be issued to- 
morrow regarding his conversations with 
Lord Willingdon. Therefore, he will not 
arrive in Bombay until Saturday, but it is 
not anticipated that much time will be 
necessary for the packing of the 
Mahatma’s simple wardrobe, even for such 
a long journey. - 


PASSAGE PROBLEM. 


Gandhi has not yet informed the P. and 
O. Company by what class he desires to 
travel. In view of the fact that he always 
travels third class in India it had been 
rumoured that he might be a steerage 
passenger, but there is no steerage accom- 
modation on the P. and O. boats except 
for servants. 

Pandit Malaviya and Mrs. Naidu, who 
cancelled their passages to England in the 
Mooltan when Gandhi first decided that he 
could not attend the Conference on account 
of what he described as ‘‘ breaches of the 
Delhi’ Pact,’’ have now followed their 
leader is example and decided to sail with 
him on Saturday. 

Meanwhile the Congress Working Com- 
mittee is considering the altered position, 
and may still have something to say on 
the matter. 


LAST-MINUTE HITCH. 


SIMLA, Later. 

An eleventh-hour hitch arose later to- 
day in connection with the preparations 
for the communiqué regarding the con- 
versations between Lord Willingdon and 
Mr. Gandhi.

SECRET STILL’S 
SAFEGUARDS. 


PRIVATE RAILWAY 
SIDING: WARNING LIGHTS

CLIFTON, NEW JERSEY, 
Wednesday. 

A modern ‘‘moonshiner’s’’ distillery, 
equipped with a private railway siding, 
electric alarms and secret underground 
passages, has been seized by Federal 
agents here. 

Three wagons, ostensibly loaded with 
coal, were found on the sidings, but under 
the coal Jarge tanks holding 65,000 gallons 
of alcohol lay concealed. 

One man was arrested, but it is believed 
that several others escaped by the secret 
tunnels which the officers discovered later. 

In front of the office of the factory an 
elaborate system of warning lights was 
found, as well as a sliding door worked 
by electricity, which guarded the entrance 
of the underground passage leading to a 
room installed with a 25,000 gallon stil! 
with fifteen vats. 

Another passage from this room led toa 
secluded spot in the open air, and it is by 
this that the arrested man’s confederates 
are thought to have escaped,

John Wood, a spéedway rider, of Dorset 
road, Bolton, oe’ was riding in the race 
in which Kenny received his fatal injuries. 
Kenny was two-thirds round a curve when 
his machine appeared to lose its steadiness. 
He endeavoured to pass him, but slid side- 
ways into him. As he struck his machine 
Kenny fell off, but was not struck by the 
motor cycle. : k 

Replying to the Coroner, Wood said that 
the Áudenshaw track was in a very good eon- 
dition, and one of the best in the country. 

Frank Partington (17), of City road, Old 
Trafiord, Manchester, said that he had ridden 
at the Audenshaw track during the last 
twelve weeks. There was a rut runnin 
across the track. In the race in whick 
Kenny was injured he was flung trom his 
machine, and Woods was on top of him. 
Partington added that Mr. Wolfenden carried 
henny into an ambulance room, and dropped 
him six inches to the floor. He then went 
out shouting for the next race to go on 
without doing anything Kenny. 

Coroner—Do you say that Mr. Wolfenden 
dropped Kenny on the floor with as little 
concern as a farmer might dump down a sack 
of spuds ’—Yes. 

Partington added that the 
Track was in a very bad condition. 
full of pot holes. 

Mr. Wolfenden—That' evidence is a grave 
reflection on my character. It is a pack of 
les and inspired.. He did not see half of 
what happened. 

While other witnesses were giving evi- 
dence Mr. Wolfenden asked some questions. 
and was told by the Coroner that if he con- 
t:nued to interrupt he would be taken out 
of court. 

_ A witness stated that when Kenny was 
injured an ambulance was ordered, and then 
countermanded. 

It was stated that the track was leased to 
Wolfenden on Sundays. 


MANAGER’S EVIDENCE. 


At the request of the jury Mr. Wolfenden 
was asked to give evidence. ' 

He stated that he Jived at Franchise street 
Ardwick, Manchester, and was the general 
manager of the company which promoted the 
dirt track racing at Audenshaw. He was 
not in any way concerned with accidents, as 
there were always representatives of the 
British Red Cross Society present. 

The Coroner, summing up, said the jury 
might come to the conclusion that the first 
aid arrangements did not reflect credit on 
the 47th Detachment of the British Red 
Cross. No stretcher was brought to the 
scene of the accident, and the injured rider 
was bundled into a car, doubled up, and 
carried into an ambulance room by a totally 
inexperienced person. 

The Coroner added that if he had to deal 
with another accident at that track he would 
issue an order that the books concerning it 
should be produced, showing the actual ex- 
penditure on the maintenance of the track. 


JURY’S VERDICT. 


Audenshaw 
It was 


The jury returned a verdict of accidental 
death. The foreman added that they con- 
sidered that the present supervision at the 
track was inadequate, and drastic measures 
should be taken to improve it. 

The treatment of Kenny after the accident 
was appalling. 

The jury were not satisfied that the track 
had received the attention which was recom- 
mended at an inquest relative to the last 
accident at the track. The track was not 
safe for motor cycle racing, and must be put 
in a safe condition hefore others were allowed 
to race on it. A doctor should be in attend- 
ance at all meetings. 

The conduct of the promoter of the racing 
was open to censure. 

The foreman added that it had come to 
the knowledge of the jury that two of the 
witnesses had been addressed by Mr. Wol- 
fenden in a disgraceful manner. He had said 
to another person, referring to two witnesses, 
“ You have got two of the biggest liars that 
will ever enter a court.” 


“ DISGRACEFUL THING.” 


“We consider it is disgraceful and terrible 
for any gentleman in his position to use such 
language to two youths,’”’ remarked the fore- 
man. 

_ The Coroner said that he took it that the 
jury recommended that the track should be 
closed until it was put in a safe condition. 

The Foreman—Yes. 

The Coroner added that he agreed with 
the jury’s views.

Colonel F. Lindsay Lloyd and Commander

They were met by Mr. Seuthward {chair- 
man of the Manx Highway Board) and 
Colonel Madoc (Chief-Constable) and drove 
to the north of the island, where they in- 
spected a course which it has been suggested 
is more suitable for the race than the Ards 
Circuit in Ulster. 

The Manx people are anxious that car 
races. which were first held in the: island, 
should return ‘there, and the Government 
are prepared to make a substantial grant 
towards expenses as. well as to prepare a 
suitable course.

BURNED DOWN.

FORTY PERSONS THROWN 


OUT OF WORK. 


From OUR Own CORRESPONDENT. 
CORK, Thursday Morning. 
A destructive fire broke out at about 


ten o’clock last night at Buttévant flour | 


mills. owned by Mr. Oliver. The entire 
building, which contained a large quantity 
of flour, oats and meal, was completely 
destroyed. 

The building, which was a well-known 
landmark in the téwn, was an easy prey 
for the flames, which, fanned by a stiff 
easterly wind, made rapid headway and 
lit ap the country for miles around. 

Although there was an ample water 
supply, no suitable fire-fighting appliances 
were available, and the residents had to 
look helplessly on whilst the conflagra- 
tion censumed the chief source of empley- 
ment in the district. 

The Cork Fire Brigade were summoned, 
but on their arrival the mill was only a 
mass of smouldering ruins. Succes ful 
efforts, however; were made to save ithe 
adjacent residence of Captain Furney, 
which was at one time seriously 
threatened. 

Another building near the scene of the 
outbreak conteined over one hundred pigs, 
and these were rushed to safety. 

The fire, which means the disemploy- 
ment of about forty hands, is believed to 
have been caused by the fusing of an 
electric wire. The damage is estimeted at 
several thousands of pounds.

THREAT OF COLLAPSE. . 

If the country were to be saved from 
economic and financial collapse, resulting in 
national chaos and | 
terrible privations for 
the people, irter- 
national confidence in 
British credit had to 
be immediately re- 
stored. Therefore, be- . 
fore a dissolution 
could —take lace 
Parliament will have 
to reassemble to take 
the necessary steps to 
balance the Budget. 

This situation, un- 

aralleled in the 8 
story of the = 
country, made it * ua 
necessary for His Mar. J. Il. THomas. 
Majesty the King to 
call upon Mr. Macdonald to form an Emergency 
Government of about twelve members, charged 
with the specific task of balancing the Bndget 
and tiding over the present  emer- 
gency. I was asked to join this’ Govern- 
ment, and considered it my duty in the 
national interest to do so. In taking this 
step I know members of the N.U.R. will be 
aliye to my apprehension to do nothing that 
would be against the interest of the Labour 
movement, in the building of which I have 
played some part, although I quite realise 
that in many quarters my action will be 
misrepresented or misunderstood. 

It would, of course, have been much easier 
for me to take the other course, when I would 
have been freed from the responsibility and 
from the misrepresentation and abuse. But 
in public life there comes a time when the 


: : 


national interest must be supreme. This is 
the motive that has prompted me through- 
out. In a few weeks’ time I believe our 
difficulties will be overcome and the problem 
will be solved. 


HELPING THE COUNTRY. 

The present national difficulty, .he con- 
tinued, has arisev largely owing to Govern- 
ment additions to the Unemployment Fund, 
although everybody appreciates that in exist- 
ing circumstances the fund could not be 
expected to pay its way. 

ut in the national emergency that has 
arisen is it really too much to reduce the 
unemployment benefit by 10 per cent., when 
one remembers that the spending power would 
even then be higher than it was when the 
present rates of benefit were fixed owing to 
the fall in prices, and that wage rates have 
already been reduced, not only for railway- 
men, but in industry generally. 

Moreover, it is important to realise that 
if the financial collapse is not averted un- 
employment benefit would suffer much more 
severely. 

In joining the National Government I in- 
tend to support those measures which have 
already received the approval of the majority 
of the late Labour Cabinet, and I take this 
step to help the country in its hour of crisis, 
beheving it to be my duty in the interests of 
the workers I represent, who, I hope, -will 
endorse my action, as I feel sure posterity 
will, é

MR. THOMAS'S FXPLANA- 
TION TO DERBY LABOUR 
PARTY. 


Mr. Thomas has also sent a letter to the 
Derby Labour Party, which was laid before 
the Executive Committee at a meeting last 
night. Mr. Thomas is one of the Parliament- 
ary representatives of Derby Borough. 

In the course of the letter he writes :—_ 

We suddenly fouwd ourselves in the midst 
of a grave financial crisis, not because the 
nation is not fundamentally sound, but be- 
cause confidence was lost abroad. The effect 
of this was a very serious drain on the na- 
tional resources, and although the ordinary 
man in the street may not be interested in 
what is called ‘the flight from the pound,” 
no one would suffer more harshly, and, in- 
deed, more rapidiy, from a depreciated cur- 
rency than the werking classes themselves. 

Again let me em tee that the whole 
Cabinet, without a solitary exception, realised 
this side of the problem. The question before 
us, therefore, was how to balance the Budget. 
To do so by merely new taxation may appear 
an easy course to some, but believe me when 
I say that would be disastrous and merely 
precipitate a crisis in which all would suffer, 
and the working classes most of all. 


CABINET RESIGNATION, 


Economy is, therefore, essential. The Cabi- 
net unanimously agreed to effect this, The 
only difference was as to whether the unem- 
ployed, in addition to all other sections of the 
community, should be called upon to share 
temporarily in this burden. Unfortunately, 
although a majority decided that there was no 
alternative, a minority felt quite conscien- 
tiously that they had no other ccurse than to 
resign. It was, therefore, felt that the 
Cabinet, as a whole, should resign. This 
course was decided upon, but it did not avert 
the crisis. 

I have been called upon to face many diffi- 
culties. I knew that my action would be 
misun§Jerstood by many. I knew full well that 
I should be subjected to criticism and abuse, 
but I also knew that the nation’s interest, 
which was greater than tha of 
any individual or party, was at stake. 
My course, therefore, was clear, and I took 
it. I have sacrificed no principles. I have 
abandoned no policy. . My als policy has 
been to face boldly the grave emergency in 
the nation’s affairs, and I have decided to 
remain in the new Government only so long 
as the crisis lasts, and until stability is 
assured. ' 


EXECUTIVE'S DECISION. 


After the meeting of the Executive the 
following official statement was issued :— 

“The Executive Committee have con- 
sidered the letter from Mr. Thomas, and 
have decided to plaw the whole of the 
matter before the delegates to the Derby 
General Council. An invitation is being sent 
to Mr. Thomas to attend a special meeting 
of that body, to be called at the earliest 
possible moment.”

Scoring at the rate of over 70 runs hour, 
Gloucester buaidt up a big total against Gla- 
morgan at Cardiff, the foundation being laid 
by Hammond and Sinfield,: who in just over 
three hours added 211 rung for the second 
wicket. Against an attack that lacked yariety, 
and was further weakened by the absence of 
Mercer, the batsmen always played  confi- 
dently, and there Was nothing better than the 
powerlul off-driving of Hammond, who played 
in his best style to get his fourth century for 
Gloucester this season.
